At the breakfast held yesterday morning by the local merch¬ 
ants, at the Pal-Mur Cafe ,the 38 present decided to organize as a 
permanent group to promote business in Sierra Madre and to 
have the organization known as the Sierra Madre Businessmen’s 
Association. 

After the formal adoption of the new name, Chairman Pro Tern 
Harold Stein, conducted the election of officers. Mr. Stein was 
ananimously elected President. Other officers electer were Peter 
Ward, vice-presidnt, and J. C. McKibben, of Howard’s Furniture, 
secretary. 

Speaking for the Dollar Day Committee, Don Jackson outlined 

plans and offered merchandis¬ 
ing suggestions for the coming 
event. He stated that the com¬ 
mittee hopes to make Dollar 
Days the largest merchandising 
effort yet held in this city by 
the merchants. 

A discussion of the progress 
towards solution of the PE sta¬ 
tion question was led by Presi¬ 
dent Harold Stein. Manuel de 
la Torre, local contractor-build¬ 
er, answered questions regard¬ 
ing the PE project. 

The Association made cer¬ 
tain recommendations regard¬ 
ing the depot area as follows: 
First, stress downtown beauty 
rather than parking space, 
parking being a special prob¬ 
lem which cannot be solved by 
adding a few additional spaces 
on Kersting Court. Next, keep 
the pepper trees intact. In ad¬ 
dition, it was suggested that 
the City Council adopt the ex¬ 
isting landscape plan consist¬ 
ing of walls, walks, and plant¬ 
ing as already submitted by 
Jacques Hahn, prominent local 
landscape architect.

Sierra Madre’s proposed school budget for the coming year 
will be presented for public scrutiny and discussion at a meet¬ 
ing of the school board next Wednesday evening in the school 
building. 

Copies of the preliminary budget drawn by Supt. Charles A. 

Skutt, disclose that education— 
like meat and potatoes—is go¬ 
ing to cost more. However, un¬ 
like the family table, there’ll 
be more educational lood and, 
what’s important, (he money 
to defray the increased costs is 
virtually in the till. It’ll come 
as always, from the taxpayers 
—you and you and you. 

A portion of the proposed 
budget will go toward replen¬ 
ishing reserve funds, whifrh 
were tapped to pay for extra 
costs of the new building, 
hence the increased budget is 
not merely a reflection of in¬ 
creased operating costs, Supt. 
Skutt pointed out. 

As proposed by Supt. Skutt, 
the new budget calls for an 
outlay of $193,279, an increase 
of $24,182 over last year’s bud¬ 
get of $164,097. The increase 
reflects: cost-of-living increas¬ 
es for each member of the 
teaching staff; the transfer of 
two teachers from a part-time 
to a full-time basis; cost-of- 
living increases to non-teach¬ 
ing employees; price rises in 
necessary supplies and sundry 
other items effected by the 
general rise in purchase price 
and service costs. 

Sierra Madre, however, still 
enjoys a low school tax rate, as 
compared to other cities of 
comparable size in Los An¬ 
geles county. The operating 
budget does not exceed the .92 
cent maximum legal rate for 
school operating expenses. 

(The .30 per hundred of as¬ 
sessed valuation added on this 
yeat’s tax bill authorized by 
we taxpayers at a special elec¬ 
tion, is for one year only, and 
will be used not for operating

Mr. de la Torre explained to 
the group that to remodel the 
present PE depot would neces¬ 
sitate a new floor, complete 
new roof, new ceiling joists, re¬ 
plastered ceiling, a new elec¬ 
trical system and repainting 
the entire structure. Mr. de la 
Torre estimated that it would 
probably cost about as much 
to remodel the depot as to 
erect a new structure. 

It was the expressed opinion 
of those present that the orig¬ 
inal idea of an art gallery was 
not practical at this time due 
to the few paintings that could 
be exhibited and the possibility 
that a custodian would have to 
be hired. 

As to Mr. A. L. Suman’s rec¬ 
ent proposal, the concensus was 
that it might be too expensive 
both from the standpoint of 
original cost and later mainten¬ 
ance as well as having the 
questionable feature of abol¬ 
ishing the pepper trees.

When I first saw Sierra Madre there was a much more 
picturesque school house on that corner and no one, as far as I 
can recall, felt it sacrilege when it was torn down. 

On the other hand, if this is to be made into a parking place 
for the benefit of the surrounding businesses, let the merchants 
who are so hot for that idea pay for such a development instead 
of stradling the expense on the entire town. 

The best suggestion I have seen is from Janet'S. Wood, to make 
this a green little park in the middle of the city, with a bus pas¬ 
senger shelter in the extreme southeast corner. Such a restful 
attractive plaza in the heart of town would lend the air of in¬ 
dividuality which Sierra Madre professes to crave.

costs, but for “capital outlay.” 
The latter means making up 
the difference between esti¬ 
mated and actual cost of con¬ 
structing the school’s new an¬ 
nex, equipping the classrooms 
and paying for modernization 
of classrooms in the main 
building.) 

Only three other districts— 
rural—operate at Sierra Ma- 
dre’s low figure. 

To continue receiving state 
aid, which this year is estimat¬ 
ed at §83,700, up $3,700 over 
last year’s grant, the school 
district will have to spend some 
$11,000 in acquiring the Davis 
property on Grandview Ave¬ 
nue. State aid is extended 
under a formula which requir¬ 
es, among other things, that a 
specified amount of playground 
space be provided for each 
child. Sierra Madre fell below 
the minimum space require¬ 
ments when a portion of the 
playground area was used as a 
site for the new building. The 
$11,000 figure is included in 
the “capital outlay” heading of 
Ihe proposed budget. 

An even $1000 of the $1500 
set aside for Community Serv¬ 
ices represents the school dis¬ 
trict’s contribution to the City’s 
recreational fund. The remain¬ 
ing $500 of this item is to cov¬ 
er costs of providing free 
meeting space to such local 
groups as are lawfully entitled 
to use school buildings for 


public welfare. 

One item, at least, in the 
“outgo” column, is expected to 
show a decrease. Fixed Charges 
are listed as $3500, some $438 
less than last year. New class¬ 
rooms eliminate the need for 
renting outside space, hence 
the decrease, Mr. Skutt explain¬ 
ed. 

As broken down in the pre¬ 
liminary draft, the budget, with 
last year’s figures for compari¬ 
son, is as follows:

The muddled mess of Sierra Madre's garbage collection problem 
was no nearer to solution this week, despite the earnest efforts 
of Mayor William Kinney and fhe emotion-laden appearance of 
Mrs. Martha Matoian, garbage-collection contractor, before the 
City Council at its Tuesday evening meeting. 

It is still a case of two parties to a contract being in complete 
agreement that the money the employer is paying is not enough 
for the employee to get by on, with the hands of each being tied 
insofar as doing anything about changing the contract to provide 
an increase in pay. 

Mrs. Matoian now receives 22 cents of the dollar monthly charge 
which the city levies against each water user, the remaining 78 
cents is paid to the other private contractor who removes com¬ 
bustible rubbish. Both contracts were let after bids to provide 
the collection services had been advertised for, and both were the 
lowest bids. Mrs. Matoian since has received a four cents per 
meter user increase over her original figure, under contract terms 
providing for upward revision in return for increased services. She 
now asks for an additional six cents.

It was the opinion ot the council that it would be impossible tor 
Mrs. Matoian to provide additional service—her trucks are now 
operating six days a week, she asserts—hence it is impossible to 
increase her rate of pay. 

It was suggested by Councilman Noren Eaton that Mrs. Matoian 
sell her three-year contract to the contractor who now handles the 
combustible rubbish. The latter has offered fo buy it, Mr. Eaton 
declared, and to provide the city with a combined service for the 
same amount—$1 per month per meter—now being charged for 
the separate services. Mrs. Matoian rejected the suggestion, on 
the grounds that it would entail severe financial loss on her part. 

Her original investment for trucks would be wiped out, she said. 

It was suggested by a spectator in the audience that the gar¬ 
bage collection contract be abrogated and that a system such as 
that in operation in Arcadia be substituted. A private contractor 
there pays $1500 to the city for the exclusive right to make gar¬ 
bage collections and bill each householder 75 cents per month 

for the service. Garbage and cans are collected twice weekly 
by the Arcadia contractor. There is no public rubbish collection.. .. 

This suggestion had but slight reception when City Attorney Guy BEGINNING BALANCE, JULY 1 
Cornyn pointed out that the contract could not be voided without 
Mrs. Matoian's permission. This she would not grant, she stated. 

So, the situation boils down to this. Many Sierra Madreans are 
dissatisfied with their garbage collection service; the council is dis¬ 
satisfied with the fuss and furors that the dissatisfaction creates; 

Mrs. Matoian is unhappy because she is losing money, although 
steadfastly asserting that she is collecting all garbage put out for 
collection at the proper time. ("I even go back for it, if the people 
call the City Hall, although my contract doesen't say I have to.") 

Let's put our head's to work to help the Council figure it out.

Use of the land for a garden 
beauty spot and bus waiting 
station only. Install retaining 
walls to make level flower or 
ivy beds—install a sprinkling 
system for easy upkeep. 

Have an open air shelter - 
possibly with one or to walls 
and roofed area for inclement 
weather and large open air 
egg-crate type roof extension to 
offer some shade over the 
many built-in benches. Shelter 
to include telephone booths and 
a couple of drinking fountains. 
Plant new shade trees. 

Such a project would require 
very little maintenance. Walls 
and floor could be brick or 
concrete—roof area of steel 
beams and redwood—a good 
washing with a hose would be 
about the only upkeep.

Soften gelatin in cold water. Place 
over hot water until melted. Blend 
milk and mayonnaise and stir into 
gelatin. Rinse a 1% quart bowl in 
cold water.

Definite sentiment against the present system of rating 
local television shows by so-called “audience measurement 
devices” was very evident today in Los Angeles advertising 
circles. 

A comparison of show ratings by four different research 
companies leaves the public in the dark as to which are the 
most popular programs—if such things matter. 

To illustrate, Hooper placed KTLA wrestling in 3rd place 
while Videodex shunted it to 15th position. Telepulse 
thought Burns & Allen should be in 5th place, but Tele-Que 
gave it but 15th best. 

Telepulse thought Harry Owens 4th best; Hooper put him 
in 14th place. 

In that particular month, the four research outfits agreed 
on only one show—Hopalong Cassidy in first place. But now 
they even disagree on that. 

The public is concerned with the rating problem more than 
it realizes. Sponsors are prone to buy or drop shows on the 
basis of ratings, and many a good program has been discard¬ 
ed because an advertiser happened to pick up the wrong re¬ 
search report. 

All four research companies claim great “scientific selec¬ 
tivity” in their audience samplings. Tele-Que claims that 
by questioning less than 1000 TV families out of 1,000,000 
set owners (less than 1-10 of 1 per cent) they can determine 
the audience of the various shows almost down to the last 
man, woman and child. 

Advertising men know, however, that there is no scientific 
way of classifying people's tastes according to their profes¬ 
sion, income, education or place of residence. Two lawyers, 
for instance, next door neighbors and both successful, may 
disagree violently on Ina Rae Hutton—while the rich stock 
broker in Beverly Hills and the day laborer in Inglewood 
both may be just “crazy” about Charlie Chase comedies. 

This oversight, it would seem, is the weakness of all sur¬ 
veys.
